OWEVER, the 


dardization is by no means 
roses all the way, and a good deal 
{ opposition has yet to be broken 
down. An obvious field in which 
standardization must play an 1m- 
portant part is the building supply 
industry. But a recent trade circu- 
lar of the Distributors of Builders’ 
Supplies Jomt Council contains a 
“critical analysis” of the reports 
f the Committee and 
Crawford team summarized in the 
December issue of Business that is 
in fact a complete rebuttal of the 
need for standardization of any 
type. “Inasmuch as any standard 
of consumer goods discourages new 
initiative,” says the author, “there 
appears to be no logical reason to 
limit these by establishing restric- 
tive standards.”
